SIGNS OF AGINGS 

My 14 year old Jack Russell terrier doesn't sleep well anymore 
hut wanders around the house all night. Yesterday I found him 
stuck between the bed and wall. Does he have a brain tumor? 
It is possible that your dog has a tumor, but it is more 
likely that he is simply becoming senile. The brain may 
degenerate before the rest of the body in a dog just as 
in a person. Signs of senility in dogs are associated with 
changes in normal behavior patterns. Wandering at 
night, inappropriate barking, accidents in the house, star- 
ing into space and getting lost all can be signs of degen- 
eration of the brain. 

There are some new treatments available for 
senility in dogs. One is a new prescription diet from 
Hills that is loaded with antioxidants and things like glu- 
cosamine. Surprisingly, we have had some really good 
results where dogs become more playful, alert and more 
like their old selves after a few weeks on this new food.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

November 28, 2005

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, November 28 
at 6:48 pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Bradford Morse, 
Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first met with resident Frank Cabral 
who came before the board to discuss the town's recent 
application to be included on the National Register of 
Historic Places. Mr. Cabral, who owns residential and 
commercial property located at 459 New Bedford Road, 
did not want to be included in this process and felt it was 
done without residents' input. 

"I came to the meeting held on November 17 
(and) questioned who ... gave this map to the state (which 
includes my home and business in) the Rochester Center 
Historic District," Mr. Cabral said. "I'm not in the (town's) 
historic district boundary." 

Mr Cabral, who also operates a barbershop out 
of his New Bedford Road home, noted that if someone

does not want to be included on the National Register of 
Historic Places, they need to write a letter to the Mas- 
sachusetts Historic Commission in opposition, otherwise 
they will be included. 

"I talked to (the Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission) today to tell them I was very unhappy with the 
situation," Mr Cabral said. "If the majority doesn't (op- 
pose) it, then it will go through and my property will be 
included — whether I like it or not. It's all or nothing." 

Mr. Cabral also bemoaned the fact that this ap- 
plication was apparently initiated with the Rochester 
Historical Commission — but the map being used to 
determine what property will be included on the National 
Register of Historic Places was drawn up by the Rochester 
Historic District Committee. 

"We have the Rochester Historic District Commis- 
sion and we have the Rochester Historical Commission," 
Mr. Cabral said. "There are two groups which we're all 
confused about. I initially requested that my property not 
be included in the (Rochester Center Historic District) and 
I'm worried about getting my property off this map. If it 
passes, I'm stuck on it whether I like it or not." 

In talking to officials at the Massachusetts His- 
torical Commission — which nominates select areas for 
placement on the National Register of Historic Places 
— Mr Cabral learned they don't like to do piecemeal his- 
toric mapping and prefer to have contiguous properties 
included.

"I questioned why some other historic (areas) 
weren't included in the district," Mr Cabral said. "There 
are many other sites — the Hartley Sawmill, Rounseville 
property and Witch Rock — which are more (historically- 
significant) than my property." 

One of Mr. Cabral's biggest concerns with being 
included on the National Register is that he won't be able 
to maintain or make changes to his property once the 
designation is made. 

"If property is included in the National Register, 
the property owner may do anything they want with the 
property that he/ she wishes ... unless state or federal 
funds, permits or licensing are used, or unless some other 
regional and /or local ordinance or policy is in effect," Mr.

Cabral read from the initial letter he received on Novem- 
ber 1. 

"We are all taxpayers, we still have rights," Mr. 
Cabral said. "(Rochester Historic District Commission 
Chairman) Susan Adams told me it's an honor to be on 
the National Register of Historic Places, but I don't want 
to be honored. I just want them to please leave me alone." 

To that end, Mr. Cabral informed the Selectmen 
that several residents' are circulating a petition opposing 
placement of their respective property on the register. 

"A lot of people would like to come here and 
speak (up), but they are intimidated to come before the 
(town boards)," Mr. Cabral said. 

Mr. Cabral said he sent a notarized letter object- 
ing to his property's inclusion on the National Register of 
Historic Places to the Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion and also wanted to read a formal statement into the 
record as follows: 

"I, Mr. Frank Cabral Jr., owner of the Love-Lea-Acre 
Farm and Frank's Barber Shop at 459 New Bedford Road (in) 
Rochester wish not to be listed with or have anything to do with 
the Rochester Center Historic District or to be listed or have 
anything to do with the Rochester Historic Commission. 

"I do not want to be listed in the Rochester Center 
National Historic District. I would like my property and build- 
ings taken off the proposed Rochester Center National Register 
Historic District Map or any other map, and do not want to be 
listed with the National Park Service. 

"I have sent my notarized letter to the State Historic 
Preservation Office. Betsy Friedberg received my letter and has 
forwarded it to the National Park Service. Again, I do not want 
to be involved, included, or have anything to do with the above 
historical groups or organizations." 

According to Mr. Cabral, a deadline of December 
14 has been set to respond to the proposed application for

Rochester's inclusion on the National Register. Mr. Hunt- 
oon suggested he contact the state to request an extension 
given residents' obvious concerns. 

"The Town of Rochester has been here for 300 
years ... and we didn't need to be included in the National 
Historic Register before," Mr. Cabral said. "1 don't want 
to see anything torn down, but Rochester isn't broken, we 
don't need to fix it. We should have the right to do what 
we want on our own property." 

The board members said they weren't aware of 
the application for inclusion on the National Register until 
notices were sent out to residents in early November. 

"The first 1 knew about it was when I received (a 
copy of the letter) from the state," Selectman Nunes said. 

Although a preliminary meeting was held on 
November 17, the board agreed there were still many un- 
answered questions about this process that needed to be 
addressed. As such, they unanimously voted to petition 
the state to request an extension of the December 14 dead- 
line and also send notice of same to the Chairman of the 
Rochester Historical Commission.

Imagine 19th century Marion where many 
wealthy sea captains lived. One of the homes on tour was 
built in stages by two of those sea captains. The current 
owners have added pine moldings, bookcases and custom 
cabinetry with an eye to maintaining the historic feeling. 
Throughout the house you will see exquisite examples 
of cross-stitch needlework contributed by the owner's 
mother. 

The Cape Cod home is the first true American 
architectural style. Our next home, built in 1704 in Blan- 
kenship Cove, embodies the charm and simplicity of that 
style. Moved to the present site in 1829, the home was 
sold at auction in 1884 for $57.50. A major expansion in 
the early 1970's added comfort and convenience to the 
charming structure.

The Ice Harvest. Starring John Cusack and 
Billy Bob Thornton. Directed by Harold Ramis. 
\ Running time: 88 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Already headed for box-office oblivion after an 
■ eleventh-place opening during the busy Thanksgiving 
weekend. The Ice Harvest is the best movie nobody's 
seeing right now. With any justice it'll rally on DVD 
and find a new life as a moody film not cult film 
— which is what it is, despite the slapstick-heavy ads. 
The movie finds John Cusack back in morally tenuous 
territory after too long in romantic-comedy hell; true, Cusack was once the 
prince of romcom, with Say Anything as his crown, but he has aged (can he 
really be pushing/orfy now?) and gained complexity, and he should never 
again have to stare longingly into a leading lady's eyes unless he's just shot 
her or been shot by her. He's meant for darker, more astringent stuff now 

— The Grifters pointed the way, Crosse Pointe Blank sealed the deal — so 
The Ice Harvest is excellent news. 

Cusack is Charlie ArgUst, resigned to his lucrative if soul-deadening 
gig as a mob lawyer. A mob lawyer in Wichita, Kansas, yet. Are there even 
any mobsters in Wichita? Apparently so, and they're as slovenly as you'd 
expect — even lower-level wannabes like Spider in GoodFellas would sneer 
at these mooks. Charlie has lifted some serious cash from one of Kansas' 
illustrious crime bosses — Bill Guerrard, played by Randy Quaid with a 
welcome sense of menace after too many, well. Randy Quaid roles. Charlie's 
partner Vic (Billy Bob Thornton in yet another finely tuned dyspeptic-scummy 
performance), who sells porno, had the idea for the theft but not the means to 
carry it out; he needed Charlie, trusted by the mob and presumably allowed 
access to strip-club backroom vaults where $2 million might be stashed. 

The Ice Harvest puts itself to bed within a short, sharp 88 minutes, 
yet it takes its time, pausing to soak in the depressed atmosphere weighed 
dovm, as in The Ice Storm, by freezing rain. (The two movies would make 
fun companions, as both concern repressed passions — for cash, for sex 

— that heat up when the weather outside is frightful.) Director Harold 
Ramis has previously shown a knack for dialogue and for working with 
comic actors, but until now I pegged him as a styleless director. Working 
with cinematographer Alar KivUo (who shot the equally frosty A Simple 




Plan), Ramis discovers the gun-metal-blue despair of a town on its uppers 
(the movie was actually shot in Illinois). Men like Charlie, or like his soused 
buddy Pete (Oliver Piatt, going over the top of caricature into real pathos), 
stare at themselves in dingy mirrors in bars and wonder how they got where 
they are. Will money fix it? No, but it might ease the pain. 

You may have gathered that the movie is not a laugh-fest. It's being 
sold as such, but what you take with you are the unstressed crime-does-not- 
pay moments that emerge from action rather than speeches — a bad man 
siiiking in freezing water under the weight of his wife; a character shuffling 
uncomfortably on a foot he's just pulled a knife out of; the general malaise 
of strip clubs with bruised strippers and femmesfatales like Renata (Connie 
Nielsen), who owns one such club and keeps herself going — or perhaps 
amused — by hoarding embarrassing photos of hypocritical local politicians 
performing non-Christian acts with the paid talent. The Ice Harvest, though, 
has an eye-opening pedigree (novelist Richard Russo and Oscar-winning 
writer/director Robert Benton — who adapted Russo' s Nobody's Fool — are 
the screenwriters), and the movie is more about the failed humans in this 
web than about the clever weave of the web itself. 

Cusack, effortlessly projecting decency even in this squalid environ- 
ment, gives Charlie enough self-aware wit to recognize how far and how 
cheaply he's sold himself out. He grounds The Ice Harvest in identifiable 
reality; Charlie is too smart not to see the sewer he's swimming in, but 
too depressed to respond to the crime around him with anything but more 
crime. The movie, thank God, is not one of those twist-ending-for-its-own- 
sake thrillers, or one of those Tarantino clones pitting quirkily violent men 
against each other without having Tarantino's sense of irony. It has its own 
cold heartbeat. If that appeals to you, 1 suggest you do your bit to support 
The Ice Harvest in theaters, because when a lot of you tell me you want 
intelligent movies made by adults for adults, you're asking for movies like 
this one.
